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Julius Hoffman, 76, 
Retires From Bench

Federal Judge Julius J. 
Hoffman, who presided at the 
controversial Chicago 7 con- 
spiracy trial, is retiring, the 
White House announced yes- 
terday. 

President Nixon acknowl- 
edged the retirement of Hoff- 
man, 76, as a U.S. district 
judge for Nortnern Illinois, 
effective upon the appoint- 
ment and qualification of a 
successor. 

Hoffman was named to the 
court May 14, 1953, by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. He will as- 
sume the status of senior 
judge. 

In the 1969 tiial, eight peo- 
ple, including Black Panther 
leader Bobby Seale, whose 
case was later separated, were 
charged with conspiring to 
cause riots outside the confer- 
ence hall of the Democratic 
1 national convention in 1968. 


Defendants ate candy ancf 
read comic books during the 
proceedings to illustrate whair 
they considered to be a mock- 
ery of justice and defense law- 
yers openly accused the judge 
of being hostile. 

Some 150 lawyers demon-, 
strated outside the courthouse 
after Judge Hoffman ordered, 
the arrest of lour defense law-' 
yers. Five of the seven were, 
convicted of inciting violence 
but the case continues with a;, 
series of appeals.
